It should be the 
most comfoftable mternment consistent with 
the loss of liberty. The general im- 
pression of the recent Administration was 
that the Government had been hitting too 
indiscriminately. Since the beginning of last 
year over forty police and several civilians had 
been ontiiad ae political grounds, and he be- 
lieved thet thero had been one bundred at- 
tempted murders, quite apart from unknown

MR. WALLACE. 


Mr. J. Wallace said that Lord Robert Cecil 
and some of his Unionist friends were not al- 
togéther free from blame for the present. conci- 
tion of Irish affairs. He believed that the con- 
dition of Ireland was due to three causes—the 
Ulster rébéilion in 1914, the reactionary methods 
of the military in Ireland in regard to reeruit- 
ing at the beginning of the war, and that for 


the soldiers and ! more than a generation this country had at- 


tempted to rule Treland not by the wish of the 
majority of the Irieh people, but by order of the 
minority. -.

They had a miserable 
remnant—(laiighter~of fhat great  constitu- 
tional party--~a remnant not distinguished by its 
numbers, but by its ability and eloquence, The 
Government arrested men on suspicion, and ii 
was very difficult to see, having regard to the 
state of Ireland to-day, how that eould he 
avoided. These men were allowed to languish 
in jail for months without any definite charges 
being made against them or being brought to a 


‘fair trial. 14 was said that the conscience of 


America would not stand this method of 
British justice, but appeals to the conscience of 
America left him col€. He was much more con- 
cerned about the conscience of his own coun- 
try. These men arrested under suspicion might 
die through hunger striking. If a man who 
had been tried and convicted of murder should 
hunger strike, he should say let nature take its 
course, but do not let him die on such eviden-e 
as they were getting now. An Advisory Com- 
mittee should he set up to deal with these men 
and,its decisions ought to be made public, so 
that our own consciences should be satisfied on 
the matter. The Viceroy had been referred to 
as being a military man. He was not there to 
attack the Viceroy, but it was quite in accord- 
ance with the sentiment of the House that the 
Viceroy should not be a military man, and even 
if he were a».civi) authority he should be 
more or Jeas a figure-head in Ireland, as far as 
policy and administration were concerned. He 
urged thaí upon this unhappy subject they 
should have at least the satisfaction of knowing 
that the supreme administration in Ireland was 
in the hands of the civil power.

BLACKROCK SHOOTING 
CASE. 
WOUNDED GIRL’S CONDITION 
SERIOLCS. 

No further evidence was forthcoming yester 
day to throw light on the mvyetery of the 
Blackrock shooting which curred on Sunday 
night, when a “young meu name! Jobn 
Gaecovne was found shot dead through 
the head in the “middle of. a waste 

iece of ground about fifty yards from his home 
at Brookfield, Blackrock. Miss Agnes Byrne, 
the girl who was seriously wounded on the same 
occasion within ten yards of where Gascoyne 5 
body was found, lies in Monkstown Hospital 
still in a precarious condition. She is under the 
care of Surgeon Taylor and Dr. Wheeicr. A 
transfusion of blood has been effected with a 
view to saving her life. [t is stated thai gevc ral 
young men, members of the O'Byrne Social 
Club, from which she was returning oD the oc- 
casion of the shooting, called at the hospital! 
yesterday end volunteered to undergo the opera- 
tion of transfusion, but the operation had 
already beer tarried out. Several statements 
were made vesterdey concerning the cireum- 
stances of the tragedy, but they are quite in- 
definite as to how the shootings occurred. Miss 
Byrne was in the company of several young 
men and another girl when she was wounded, 
bub nobody secme to have witnessed the death 
of Gascoyne. 

Mr. John Gascoyne, father of ihe deecased 
man, stated that he saw his son about a quarter 
of an hour before the occurrence, whea he came 
home at about a quarter past ten. They spoke 
about his mother. Then, he said, Jack went 
out, and shortly afterwards he heard shots—two 
or three. Subsequently a little girl came run- 
ning up to the door crying and shouting, ' Jack 
is shot, Jack is shot. 

Another imporiamt statement is that of 
May Byrne, a girl of about thirteen yeers ol 
age, who was near the place. She stated that 
she heard three shots. She ran forward and 
saw Agnes Byrne being carried away. She then 
saw Gasco,;ne lying in the centre of the square 
in a pool of blood. She caught hold of him by 
the arms, but he did not speak. On looking 
round she found a revalver not far away. She 
took up the revolver aud ran to her father. 
Gascoyne was carried to his own home. There 
were some girls and “boys with Agnes Byrne, 
and they were al] going home from the dance. 

The wounded girl's father declared that he 
knew nothing of the circumstances a i 
the shooting of his daughter. He had retired 
to bed at the time, but his wife waited up for 
her return home. 

The scene of the occurrence was visited yester- 

day by a large number of people, and @ girl 
found three undischarged carimdges near the 
spot. 
"he inquest will be held today at 1 p.m. in 
Monkstown Hospitai on the body of the dead 
man. Yesterday at the hospital it was stated 
that hopes were entertained of Miss Byrne's 
recovery. 

Mn John Gascoyne was locally well known as 
a Sinn Feiner who wes interned at Frongoch 
after the rebellion. In 1918 he was arrested for 
illegal drilling at Dean’s Grange, and was sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisonment. During 
the South County Dublin election he took a 
prominent pert in securing the reburn of Mr. 
Gavan Duffy for that constituency. 

Miss Agnes Byrne has been employed as an 
assistant at Callaghan’s grocery stores in Carye- 
fort avenue, Blackrock.
